Although the priorities board is

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—The 
sly Nazi trans-ocean news serv­ 
ice of Man fried Zapp is in real­ 
ty a secret agency of the Ger­ 
man foreign office—which means 
H err H itler himself. 
Convincing indications of this 
have been established by govern­ 
m ent investigators prowling be­ 
hind the announced contention 
th a t the outfit is owned by pri­ 
vate Berlin bankers. 
The or­ 
ganization is shown to have been 
set up some y ears ago by the 
Von Ribbentrop headquarters in 
Berlin, 
to burrow deeper into 
the realms of international prop 
aganda than the official German 
news agency , DNB—Goebels out­ 
fit—could dare to go in view 
of 
its 
official 
position. 
DNB 
handles the open German news 
propaganda; Trans-Ocean the un­ 
derslung work. 
This explains why _ Zapp, the 
New York organizer of Trans- 
Ocean in this country received 
orders from German diplomatic 
officials in this country . 
* 
* 
* 
How 
Zapp 
directly 
poisoned 
news against the United States 
in 
South 
America 
is 
another 
phase of the ever widening case 
(see columns published Oct. 15 
and 16) which has just been un­ 
covered by the diplomatic au­ 
thorities of this government. 
This government has learned 
th at Zapp’s Trans-Ocean is fed 
daily to scores of papers through­ 
out South America, mostly to 
numerous 
small 
provincial 
pa­ 
pers outside the largest cities. 
I t subsidizes these struggling 
sheets which cannot afford the 
rigid sense of honor and ethics 
of the American press, by fur­ 
nishing the service free, in some 
instances pay ing the papers to 
use it, by buy ing ty pewriters, 
by inducing German advertisers 
to purchase advertising space in 
them. 
Singularly its strongest 
hold is in Colombia, 
the 
na­ 
tion nearest the Panam a canal, 
where it is working in opposition 
to the existing Colombian goc- 
em ment. 
Through this subterranean la­ 
by rinth, 
Zapp 
has 
circulated 
such news inventions as a story 
th a t United States troops had 
been sent into Mexico. 
It was 
called an unconfirmed report, but 
it had the effect of arousing 
the Latin fear of American im­ 
perialism. 
That bogey of impe­ 
rialism seems to be Zapp’s chief 
stock in the Latin trade. 
His 
Trans-Ocean highly over-drama­ 
tized the arrest of an American 
tourist for taking pictures 
in 
Mexico 
as 
"an 
American 
spy 
plot.” 
Intimatitons 
h a ve 
likewise 
been carried through his ma­ 
chine 
suggesting 
the 
United 
States was responsible for the 
crash of the airplane which killed 
the president of Paraguay and 
the suicide of the president of 
Chile (published in 11 Pampero, 
and Crisol, Buenos Aires papers 
having 
close 
connections 
with 
Trans-Ocean.) 


The gravity of this activity , 
the part which inflames Ameri­ 
can diplomats, is the direct in­ 
dication that Berlin itself and 
the top official diplomatic de­ 
partm ent 
in 
Berlin 
apparently 
must bear the initial responsi­ 
bility . 
H err Zapp did not get very 
far with his news poisoning in 
the United States. 
An editor in 
a small southern town is ready 
to testify of the approach which 
Zapp used with him. 
The Nazi 
news dispenser did not offer to 
buy any ty pewriter, but on two 
occasions offered his service to 
the newspaper free. 
Both invi­ 
tations were sharply rejected. 
There is 
no evidence what­ 
ever that Zapp succeeded in m er­ 
chandising his wares free or oth­ 
erwise to any newspaper in the 
United States except a few Ger­ 
man language papers, most or 
all of which have severed their 
connections since the true im­ 
plication of Trans-Ocean became 
apparent. 
Zapp may have suc­ 
ceeded, 
however, 
in 
slipping 
something over on one or two 
radio news programs.

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STATE C O N STITITIO N A L 
AMENDMENTS 
On November 5 voters in California will have 
an opportunity to vote “yes” or “no” on seven­ 
teen amendments. 
In order for voters to be of 
service to themselves and their fellowman, it 
behooves each voter to become informed on these 
amendments before election day. 
With this idea 
in mind, we will very briefly indicate what each 
amendment proposes to do and then express our 
opinion as to whether it is in harmony with the 
law of equal freedom and, therefore, whether it 
should be passed or defeated. 
The first two amendments are practically the 
same. 
They authorize the Supervisors of the 
various counties to release any contract or agree­ 
ment they have made with recipients granted 
aged pensions under the Old Age Security Act 
and the Old Age Security Law. 
This amend­ 
ment, if passed, would make it possible for people 
to receive aid who had property on the tax dupli­ 
cate at some $3500, or a real value of about 
$7000. 
To our mind, there is no moral reason why 
- people should receive pensions when they have 
any assets left of their own to give away to their 
children, after the state has taken care of them 
in their time of destitution. 
To permit people to receive aid before they 
have exhausted every effort and resource of their 
own, is to destroy their morale and make them 
become beneficiaries by force of law. 
In addition to this, it sooner or later will com­ 
pletely bankrupt the state and attract people 
from other states so that there cannot be any 
wise, frugal state assistance to the aged. 
In addition to this, it lowers the real wages 
of every worker because it would tend to retard 
the accumulation of capital, the only way by 
which workers can have their standard of living 
raised. 
Other amendments will be discussed from time 
to time before election day. 


MINIMUM WAGES AND COLLEGE 
PROFESSORS 
The other day at the Round Table of the In­ 
stitute of Economics and Finance at Occidental 
College, Professor J. B. Condliffe of the Uni- 
. versity of California said that he believed in 
minimum wages. 
When he was asked how it 
would work, all he could say was that it worked 
splendidly in New Zealand. He admitted that, of 
course, there would have to be special permits 
for those who were not able to earn the minimum 
wage, but he did not seem to see the point when 
there were special permits granted by the gov­ 
ernment, then the government steps in and be­ 
comes the judge of whether those receiving the 
special permit 
are performing 
the 
required 
amount o f wo rk to r their pay. 
We would like to ask J. B. Condliffe, whose sal­ 
ary comes fro m the pockets of every worker in 
the S ta te of California, whether he believes he 
has a right as a private citizen to determine what 
other workers have a right to ask for their serv­ 
ices. 
If he does not have that right as a private 
citizen, by what stretch of the imagination has 
he the right to delegate that authority to some 
third party—in this case, the S tate? 
How can 
anyone delegate a right that he does not orig 
in ally possess? 
Would the professor contend that he had a 
right to steal the fruits of another man’s facul­ 
ties. as an individual? 
He certainly would not 
make a contention of this kind. 
Yet, he, at the 
same time, advocates at public expense that peo­ 
ple delegate a right collectively that they do not 
have individually. 
He seems to think there is 
some moonbeam w’ay of giving rights to the gov 
em m ent that never existed to the individual. 
Before there was any government, an individual 
had the right to protect himself—the right of self- 
defense. 
But before there was any government, 
he did not have any moral right to rob his fel- 
Jowman of his inherent rights to the use of his 
faculties. 
If he did, he was no better than an 
ammai. 
And yet Professor Condliffe thought a 
tax-supported college advocates that rights be 
given to the state that do not, nor never did be­ 
long to the individual. 
It is little wonder that we have ten million 
people out of work, and that we are rapidly los­ 
ing our morale, honesty and integrity, when we 
- have men in public colleges advocating corrup­ 
tion and spoilation like J. B. Condliffe of the 
University of California. 


BANKER APPRAIS ES S TOCK IN FEDERAL 
RES ERVE BANK 
Those people who believe that our Federal 
banking structure is sound should be shocked at 
the appraisal put on the value of the stock in the 
Federal Reserve bank by J. M. Nichols, president 
of the First National Bank of Englewood, Chi 
cago. 
The Englewood bank has been one that 
has stood firmly against government interference 
with the right for an individual, or a corpora­ 
tion, to use his own judgment in managing his 
assets. 
According to law, each national bank must 
own a certain percentage of its capitalization 
and surplus in stock in the Federal Reserve bank. 
According to the financial statem ent, this Engle­ 
wood bank bought $24,000 worth of stock in the 
Federal Reserve bank. 
$2 4,0 0 0 
Wo rth Ten Cen ts 
In the bank’s published financial statem ent in 
the New York American Banker, a daily publi­ 
cation, on October 18, the true value of this stock 
for which they paid $24,000 is listed at 10 cents 
That is, the bank set forth what the stock­ 
holders would receive after all liabilities had been 
paid. 
Those people who believe that the Federal Re­ 
serve system is a sound system of banking have 
quite a different conception from Mr. Nichols’.

There is a 
famous 
quotation 
from a statem ent which Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt uttered when he 
was Governor of New York which 
runs as follows: 
“How about the larger number 
of public officials who are hon­ 
est in the sense that they cannot 
be put in jail but who are dishon­ 
est in the sense that they com­ 
m it acts which are ethically or 
morally wrong? 
“W hat of a public official who 
allows a member of his family to 
obtain fees or benefits through his 
political influence?” 
That was the national stand­ 
ard of civic morality in October, 
1929, when Mr. Roosevelt said it, 
but the citation of it has become 
an insult to his office in the years 
since then, because his own words 
taunt and plague him and his idol- 
ators. 
He and Ickes and Hopkins are 
found in close political collabora­ 
tion with the Hague and Kelly- 
Nash gangs, each led by a man 
whose income from sources which 
neither man has been willing to 
disclose vastly exceed their offic­ 
ial salaries, and whose rule had 
poisoned the citizenship of their 
communities with 
tolerance 
of 
graft and indifferent to corrup­ 
tion. 
Stray Morally 
And merely to pluck out of 
the President’s statem ent of the 
principles which he held in 1929 
that single sentence scorning the 
type of public official who per­ 
mits members of his family to 
obtain fees or benefits through his 
political influence is to smear him 
unjustly in the eyes of those citi­ 
zens who have strayed with him 
and the New Deal from the moral 
position which once was, theoret­ 
ically, at least, the standard for 
the nation. 
This is not to say, 
of course, 
that everyone who votes for Mr. 
Roosevelt can be accused of in­ 
dorsing this moral decline. Some 
will vote for him for other rea­ 
sons and in spite of the example, 
but, unquestionably, many Amer­ 
icans have allowed themselves to

WASHINGTON, 
Ocf. 23.—In­ 
formed officials say that Ger­ 
many’s war industry was pat­ 
terned on the industrial mobili­ 
zation plan worked out over a 
period 
of years 
by 
American 
army officers and engineers. 
The war department has be­ 
lieved for sometime the German 
plan 
was 
a 
duplicate 
of the 
American program but their sus­ 
picions were not borne out un­ 
til a confidential report was re­ 
ceived recently. 
The 
confidential 
report, 
de­ 
tailing steps taken by Germany 
to adjust her peacetime indus­ 
trial production to wartime needs, 
found 
the only changes 
made 
were in phrasing. 
Where the American plan is 
studded with 
such 
phrases 
as 
"this course of action seems in­ 
dicated;’’ 
"manufacturers 
are 
urged to do this;” 'a n d it ap­ 
pears procedure along this line 
is desirable,” German chieftains 
shruck these phrases from the 
plans, making the outline of pro­ 
cedure mandatory. 
American Plan Made Public. 
There 
was 
no 
secret 
about 
the workings of the American 
plan. 
Besides throwing the doors 
open to Germany in the late 
’20s when several German econ 
omists and engineers visited this 
country to study our proposed 
system, copies of the plan are 
obtainable for 15 cents. 
This plan, being put into op­ 
eration 
by 
the 
United 
States 
now, has been in operation in 
Germany for four or five years. 
In 
the 
American 
plan, 
pro­ 
vision was made to reserve a 
large part of the productive ca­ 
pacity for civilian needs, 
but, 
according 
to 
the 
report 
Ger­ 
many deleted that section en­ 
tirely and built its industry on 
the basis of a giant industrial 
"commodity ban1<” 
from which 
the 
armed 
forces 
alone 
could 
draw. 
An economic general staff, par­ 
alleling 
the 
military 
general 
staff, adapted the plans to Ger­ 
man economy, crowding out ci­ 
vilian requirements 
and basing 
their course of action only on 
immediate needs to achieve vic­ 
tory, the informant said. 
Using the American plan to go 
by, Germany approached the war 
munitions 
problem 
in 
exactly 


the same way as 
the United 
States. 
Procurement throughout 
the army, navy and air force, 
and planning bureaus 
were esl 
tablished at all important cen­ 
ters. 
German Plants Co nfiscated 
However, when the time came 
to put these plans into effect, 
German 
manufacturers 
found 
plants and equipment belonged 
to 
the'- government 
and 
that 
they had no voice in how it 
was to be used, the inform ant 
added. 
Briefly, the American Indus­ 
trial mobilization plan was to 
make arrangements for effective 
use of material resources in war. 
Plans evolved must consider the 
problems of the army, navy, ci­ 
vilians, and x industry, and m ust 
receive the approval of the Pres­ 
ident and of congress.
